Becau se of 
sickness 
Prosecu tor 
O’Neil say s he has not been in tou ch 
with the affairs of his » office as he 
otherwise wou ld hav e been and du r­ 
ing this time lie believ es many law 
v iolators hav e taken adv antage 
of 
him. especially the gamblers. 
“I wish to say ,” said Mr. O’Neil 
today , “that all gambling mu st stop. 
Since T went to Slielby v ille for two 
weeks on a mu rder trial and hav e 
since been at home 
sick and hav e 
been ou t. of the city seeking health 
rod ex pect to be cant'd to the bed­ 
side of my father in 11 ol y oke, Mass., 
most any time. I hav e 
not been in 
tou ch with 
affairs as I 
otherwise 
wou ld hav e been, bu t y ou ean say 
that I hav e ev ery reason to believ e 
that gambling lias 
gained a strong 
foothold here and 
that it mu st be 
eradicated.*’ 
Continu ing the 
State’s 
attorney 
said: 
“ 1 gu arantee the 
pu blic that 
this ev il will stop ev en if I hav e to 
pu sh down the doors with my own 
shou lders, 
I do net say this ins the 
spirit of a braggadoeion, bu t if the 
people will bear with me and 
giv e 
their 
su pport I will stop 
gambling 
thou gh it may be throu gh some ex ­ 
traordinary efforts, su ch as I u sed to 
driv e the ‘blind tigers’ from the con­ 
fines of Ru sh cou nty . 
It 
has not 
been my policy to go sneaking arou nd 
looking in >ide windo ws and play ing 
the role of a detectiv e to locate law 
v iolations, bu t I will do this thing bu t 
what I knock ou t gambling. 
“This is the only seriou s offense 
which has been bu t night to my a t­ 
tention and it is sonfincd as far as I 
am able to learn to this city alone 
and not ov er the cou nty . The rest of 
the cou nty is in good shope and har­ 
bors ito blind tigers 
The saloons of 
this city are condu cted 
strictly in 
accordance to the law and so far I 
hav e fou nd no cau se for complaint. 
Bu t this gambling bu siness has got 
my ‘goat’ and it will end if I hav e to 
•'wear to the affidav its my self.” 
In speaking of saloons Prosecu ­ 
tor O'Neil said that the closing of 
the Seward saloon recently came as 
the v esu lt of bis adv ice. He say s they 
consu lted him before the sheriff had 
time to serv e fhe papers and lie told 
them to close.

ers and the only thing for me to hav e 
done wou ld hav e been to prosecu te 
Seward on a ‘blind 
tiger 
charge, 
which I su rely wou ld

With ev ery su ch mo v e he sho t a q u es­ 
tio n at the witness co ncerning certain 
entries, o r rather the lack o f them. 
The go v ernment sho wed that hid es 
to the v alu e ex p ressed in fiv e figu res 
were cred ited in three figu res. 
The 
su d d en d ro p p ing o f cred its fo r hid es, 
the go v ernment claimed , was o ne o f 
the manners in which inflated and ex ­ 
cessiv e v alu es were p u t u p o n fresh 
beef. 
Fo r instance, in the mo nth o f 
May , 19 08, the nu mber o f cattle p u r 
chased 
by Swift & Co . was 15,779 . 
Ev ery o ne o f these animals y ield ed a 
hid e. 
The av erage weight o f these 
hid es was slightly mo re than sev enty 
p o u nd s. 
The p rice p er p o u nd ranged 
fro m 18 cents d o wnward , y et the hid e 
cred its fo r May , 19 08, were hu mbly 
stated at $210. 
In Ju ne o f the same 
y ear the nu mber o f cattle p u rchased 
increased 5,000 o v er the mo nth o f May . 
The hid e allo wance shrank to $105.50. 
The go v ernment will try to sho w that 
when cred its were p ractically nil fo r 
hid es with all the p ackers the p rices 
o f meats av iated with su sp icio u s u ni­ 
fo rmity in the ho u ses co ntro lled by the 
d ifferent p acking firms. 
The p ro secu tio n will try to sho w, it 
is said , that a steer weighing 1,000 
p o u nd s o n the ho o f when d ressed to 
beef netted 550 p o u nd s o f salable meat. 
The net d ressed weight sale p rice 
wo u ld realize a net p ro fit o n the who le, 
the hid e, the fat, ho rns, ho o fs and 
o ther by -p ro d u cts tu rning in a grand 
to tal o f net p ro fits while the p u blic 
fo o ted the bills. An effo rt mad e to se­ 
cu re d ata mad e o n sales margins no t­ 
ed by the d ifferent p acking co mp anies 
signally failed . 
Witness Mo y er co u ld 
no t state when he last saw the bo o ks 
o r d ata bearing o n the margins o f 19 08. 
He v o u chsafed the o p inio n that they 
lo ng since had been d estro y ed o r 
bu rned .

tion of the United Mine Workers of 
America w’ere present today. 
The 
leading miners from every state are a 
unit in expressing a determination to 
demand an increased wage scale, but 
they differ radically in the amount that 
will be demanded, some of them want­ 
ing as high as 2 0 and others as low as 
5 per cent advance. 
There is no longer any doubt as to 
the result of the election. 
According 
to the hest obtainable information, 
John P. White is re-elected president 
over Thomas L. Lewis, former presi 
dent, by a majority of something like 
40,000, and the majority of Frank J. 
Hayes for re-election as vice president 
over Samuel Pascoe of Illinois is about 
the same. 
Edwin Perry had no oppo­ 
sition for re-election as secretary-treas- 
urer, so he received the full vote. The 
tellers have not given out any infer 
mation en the subject, but these fig­ 
ures are believed to be approximately 
correct 


Both Wage Scales Expire. 
The vast importance of the conven 
tion this year to the more than a quar­ 
ter of a million union miners is largely 
in the fact that for the first time in the 
history of the organization the wage 
scale agreements in anthracite and 
bituminous raining fields will expire 
March 31, anti new wage scale agree 
ments will have to be negotiated be 
fore that time. 
This means that the 
convention will have to determine on 
the scale for the central competitive 
bituminous field and make recommen 
dations for the wage to be negotiated 
at the conference of the anthracite op­ 
erators and miners. 
The miners will insist upon an ad­ 
vance in the mining wage scale be­ 
cause they say the cost of living has 
increased greatly in the last ten years, 
while their wages have remained the 
same under the award of the anthra 
cite commission. 
It is expected that 
the anthracite miners will be support­ 
ed in this demand for an increase by 
all of The members of the miners’ or 
ganization with all of its resources.

From Schools For Membership in Se 


cret Societies. 
Indianapolis, Jan. 16.—Thomas M 
Honan, attorney general, in response 
to a query from the school authorities 
at Columbus in regard to the jKiwer of 
school boards and superintendents ti 
expel or suspend pupils who violate 
the law or rules of the board as to 
membership in high school fraternities 
or sororities, has referred to an opin 
ion on the subject by James Bingham, 
his predecessor, given to the state su­ 
perintendent of public instruction Feb. 
13, 1909, which he indorsed. 
In that 
opinion Mr. Bingham held the school 
authorities had*the right to expel or 
suspend pupils for taking part iii se­ 
cret organizations, either within or 
outside the school, if, in the opinion 
of the authorities, such steps were 
deemed necessary to the welfare of 
the school. The law’ providing against 
secret societies in public schools was 
enacted in 1907. 
The question arose in Columbus 
when three high school girls were sent 
home because they refused to drop 
their membership in a Greek letter so 
ciety. 
Mr. Honan's opinion sustained 
the school authorities. 


Santa Fe. N. M„ Jan. 16.—W. C. Mc­ 
Donald of Carrizozo, has been sworn 
in as governor of the new' state of New 
Mexico. 
The remainder of the state 
officers have qualified, and the final de­ 
tails connected with the admittance of 
the forty-seventh state in the Union 
completed.

GUARDS CHARGE ON 


RIOTOUS STRIKERS 


Bayonets Were Brought In o 
Play at Lawrence. 


Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 16.—As the 
result of the turbulent action of the 
woolen operatives, who are now on 
strike to the number of about 15,000, 
this city is almost 
an armed camp 
Practically all the mills are shut down 
because of a lack of help, and titer 
are more than 500 militiamen under 
arm* 
Bayonets were used when two local 
companies of infantry and a battery of 
artillery that had been waiting in tin 
armory were called on because the 
rioters refused to be awed by bullets 
fired over their heads by policemen 
and had responded in kind. Only one 
person was seriously injured. 
This 
was a Syrian boy who received a bay­ 
onet thrust in the side and may not 
survive. 
Others of the mob felt the 
prick of the bayonets through the 
backs of their coats when they fled be­ 
hn o a charge by Captain Rantell’s 
company 1 L" of the Eighth regiment. 
Captain Rantell is the military in­ 
structor in the Boston public schools 
and was a student at West Point 
Several people were slightly wounded 
by bullets fired by the strikers. 
The strikers demand an increase of 
15 in 1 cent in wages, the abolition of 
the premium, and double pay for all 
overtime work. 
These demands arc 
something new, as the strike wa* 
started as 0 protest against not being 
paid for fifty-six hours’ work, although 
labor for but fifty-four hours was per 
formed in consequence of the new' law 
Man> arrests have been made and 
most of the prisoners wrere found to 
have revolvers or knives in their pock­ 
ets 
Police Commissioner Lynch has 
passed out word that there would be 
shooting to kill if the strikers contin­ 
ued their tactics.
